ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1950 


To  the  Members  of  the  Biggleswade  Urban  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  report  on  the  public 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  district  for  the  year  1950. 

A review  of  the  vital  statistics  reveals  that  both  the  death  rate 
and  the  infant  mortality  rate  are  the  lowest  on  record  for  the  area. 
The  death  rate  was  9.4  as  compared  with  a rate  of  11.6  for 
England  and  Wales  and  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  infant 
mortality  rate  were  15.3  and  29.8.  It  is  also  pleasing  to  record 
that  there  were  no  deaths  from  pregnancy  or  childbirth.  There 
was  one  death  from  tuberculosis  and  none  from  the  other  infectious 
diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  was  consider- 
ably larger  than  in  1949,  being  due  entirely  to  an  increase  in  the 
cases  of  Measles.  No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Department  of 
Pathology,  Tennis  Court  Road,  Cambridge,  is  available  for  the 
examination  of  any  material  submitted  by  the  Health  Department 
or  by  General  Practitioners.  This  service  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Medical  Research  Council  through  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  there  is  no  charge  to  the  Council.  The  Laboratory  undertakes 
the  examination  of  throat  swabs,  sputum,  urine  and  faeces,  and 
blood  from  cases  of  suspected  infectious  disease,  and  advice  and 
assistance  is  always  available. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Bedfordshire  County  Council  provides  a complete  service 
covering  the  whole  of  the  County.  The  service  is  a twenty-four  hour 
one  and  is  free  of  charge,  and  is  available  for  the  removal  of 
all  cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  and  also  for  the  transport 
of  patients  who  are  unable  to  use  other  means  of  transport  to  and 
from  Hospitals  or  Clinics,  so  that  they  can  receive  any  necessary’ 
treatment.  The  request  for  the  provision  of  an  ambulance  must  be 
made  by  a General  Practitioner  or  by  an  Authorised  Person. 

The  service  is  also  available  for  the  transport  of  persons  suffering 
from  infectious  disease  to  isolation  hospital.

Water  is  supplied  to  the  area  by  the  Biggleswade  Water  Board 
and  has  proved  very  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  . Samples 
have  been  taken  periodically  during  the  year  and  the  results  have 
shown  that  the  supply  is  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  and 
bacterial  purity.

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction 
and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  The  water  is  very  hard  in 
character  though  not  excessively  so  and  it  contains  no  excess  of 
salinity  or  mineral  constituents  in  solution.  It  is  of  a high  standard 
of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  consistent  with  a pure  and  wholesome  water 
suitable  for  public  supply  purposes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

With  the  exception  of  a few  cottages  on  the  Langford  Road  and 
some  outlying  cottages  the  whole  of  the  area  has  a water  carriage 
system.  The  sewage  disposal  plant  has  been  working  to  capacity. 
The  length  of  new  sewers  laid  during  the  year  is  given  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  report.  The  cesspools  of  the  outlying  un- 
sewered properties  are  emptied  by  arrangement.

House  Scavenging 

A 10  cubic  yard  Karrier  refuse  collecting  vehicle  is  used  for  this 
work,  with  occasional  assistance  by  ordinary  motor  transport.  The 
refuse  is  satisfactorily  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 
The  collection  of  salvage  has  been  discontinued,  and  with  the 
exception  of  a small  quantity  of  scrap  iron,  no  waste  materials 
have  been  collected  during  the  year. 


Sewerage 

During  the  year  a length  of  100  yards  of  9 inch  soil  sewer  exten- 
sion has  been  laid  in  Hitchmead  Road  to  serve  new  school  and 
sundry  premises,  and  14  new  connections  have  been  made  to  the 
Council’s  ^ewers. 
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Water  Supply 

400  yards  of  4 inch  water  main  have  been  laid  for  the  purpose  of 
serving  new  Council  houses  in  Stratton  Way,  and  nineteen  new 
connections  to  the  Council’s  mains  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  total  consumption  of  water  for  the  year,  inclusive  of  trade 
supplies,  was  107,198,(K)0  gallons.  This  is  an  increase  of  a little 
over  4,(KK),0(K)  gallons  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year.  The 
overall  average  daily  consumption  of  water  was  approximately  39 
gallons  per  head  of  the  population. 

598  inspections  for  water  wastages  were  made.  Nine  notices 
were  ser\’ed  requiring  repairs  to  prevent  waste,  and  499  taps  were 
re-washered  free  of  charge. 

Housing 

During  the  year  the  construction  of  34  Council  houses  was 
commenced,  and  12  houses  were  completed  and  occupied.
